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PULP DUTY PROTESTED. 


Many Objections to the Ruling of the 
Treasury Department. 


Over One Hundred Protests Already Filed—They Will Be 
Heard by the United States Board of General Ap- 
praisers on November 7—Some of the Points 
—Protestants’ Names Withheld. 


The new ruling of the Treasury Department made last 
July, whereby 25 cents per ton additional duty was ordered 
collected on all importations of wood pulp brought into 
this country from Canada, is the fruitful cause of pro 
tests on the part of importers. There are already over 100 
of these on file in Chief Clerk Lake’s office in the Ap 
praisers Stores on Christopher street, New York. They 
have been forwarded there from the different points of 
entry along the border from Burlington, Vt., to Marquette 
Wis. Most of the protests are on pulp entered at these two 
places. The other ports that figure in the protests are Port 
Huron, Mich.; Ogdensburg, N. Y., and Milwaukee, Wis. 
The names of the protesting importers are withheld. 

From the pile of protests on file a test case is to be 
made. The hearing on this will begin at the Appraisers 
Stores in New York, November 7, at 10.30 a. m. It will 
be heard by a board of three general appraisers called a 
board of classification, consisting of seneral Appraisers 
Somerville, chairman, Fisher and White? 

The point at issue is whether the Government’s action 
in collecting 25 cents per ton in addition to one-twelfth of 
a cent per pound on mechanical wood pulp is a correct 
one. The section of the customs tariff upon which the 
[Treasury Department bases its action is No. 393 This 
reads as follows: “Mechanically ground wood pulp, one 
twelfth of 1 cent per pound, dry weight; chemical wood 
pulp, unbleached, one-sixth of 1 cent per pound, dry 
weight; bleached one-quarter of 1 cent per pound, dry 
weight: Provided, that if any country or dependency shall 
impose an export duty on pulp wood exported to the 
United. States, the amount of such export duty shall be 
added, as an additional duty, to the duties herein imposed 
upon wood pulp, when imported from such country or de- 
pendency.’ It is in the proviso of this section that the 
Government officials find their authority to levy the 25 
cents per ton additional duty. 

The point was raised last July by the Auditor of the 
lreasury Department, who asked for information in re- 
gard to the’ tax levied by the Canadian Government on 
wood cut under license. The answer of Acting Secretary 
Spaulding, of the Treasury Department, was as follows: 

Treasury DEPARTMENT, July 26, 1902 

“Sir—Referring to your letters of May 20 and June 23 
last, in which you state that large quantities of wood pulp, 
dutiable under paragraph 393 of the act of July 24, 1897, 
and occasional consignments of printing paper, dutiable un 
der paragraph 396 of said act, are imported into the United 
States from Canada, I have to inform you that the De 
partment is in receipt of advice from the Secretary of State 
to the effect that there is a charge of 65 cents a cord levied 
on wood cut under a license, and that when the lumber is 
manufactured into pulp in Canada there is a reduction of 
25 cents a cord. I have further to state for your informa 
tion that one cord of pulp wood will produce 1 ton of 
mechanically ground wood pulp, or about 1,400 pounds of 
chemical wood pulp or sulphite.

\s a result of this letter the collectors at the ports of 
entry on the Canadian border were instructed to collect an 
additional duty of 25 cents per ton on all further importations 
of wood pulp. This is designated as a countervailing duty, 
since it is an offset to the reduction made by the Canadian 
Government of 25 cents per cord when the wood cut 
under the Government license is manufactured into pulp 
in that country. The officials of our Treasury Department 
hold that the rebate, as it were, of 25 cents per cord given 
to those who made pulp at home in Canada from the wood 
cut under Government license is in effect equivalent to an 
export duty of 25 cents per cord on pulp wood. To offset 
this advantage that the Canadian pulp makers enjoy, our 
customs officials think they are acting within the intent 
of the proviso referred to when they ask importers of wood 
pulp to pay 25 cents per ton extra on their importations

Settlement of Coal Strike Clears the Situation Very Much 
—Manufacturers and Jobbers Busy—Miami 
Valley Fears Car Famine. 





The New York paper market is, all things taken into 
consideration, in a very satisfactory condition. The two 
conspicuous features of the trade are increased activity of 
the jobbers and increased difficulty in getting quick de- 
livery from the mills. The news and the book paper mills 
are the ones most crowded with orders. The writing mills 
might also with justice be put in the same class. Those 
making manilas are evidently not sold ahead quite as far 
as the others, still these are all very busy. This fact is 
attested by the way the manila manufactures are sticking 
to the all round advance of about one-eighth of a cent 
that has been in vogue now for a few weeks. No. 2 wood 
manilas are very scarce indeed. The present quotation 
on this grade is 2.30 cents. The so called No. 1 wood 
manilas that formerly sold at 24 cents are now quoted at 
254 cents. The range on No. 1 is, however, from 2% to 
3% cents for the good grades. 
2.15 cents up. Side runs are quoted at the same figure. 
Fibre papers have not changed as much as might have been 
expected. Common bogus is higher, being sold at 1.35 
cents. Bogus manila is quoted at 2 cents. News paper 
is very scarce and is still quoted at 2% cents by the big 
companies. In small quantities it has been sold from 25% 
to 2% cents. Big orders and contract business not calling 


for early delivery are subjects of special arrangement in

Beckleysville’s Mill Burned the Third Time. 


Battimore, Md., October 14, 1902.—The Shrewsbury 
Paper. Mills at Beckleysville, Baltimore County, are in 
ashes. Fire started in the picking room on the second 
floor of the building, immediately over the engine room, 
at about 11 o’clock Sunday night. The fires in the boilers 
had been drawn at 6 o’clock on Saturday evening, and 
there was no fire in the building; consequently the cause 
of the conflagration which destroyed the property remains 
a mystery. 

The mill had been running full time. The night shift 
was on the way to work when the fire was discovered. 
Heroic efforts were made to save the building, but in 
less than an hour after the fire was discovered the prop- 
erty was totally destroyed, 

The building was a three story frame structure, about 
200 feet long and 100 feet wide. On the first floor were 
the boiler and engine rooms and the calendering and 
beating departments. The second floor was used for 
picking and dusting the raw material, and the third for 
storing and packing purposes. About § tons of finished 
stock was on hand, together with a large amount of raw 
material and paper in process of manufacture 

The property was owned and operated by the Shrews- 
bury Savings Association, of Shrewsbury, Pa. It is prac- 
tically a total loss, aggregating $40,000 on stock and ma- 
chinery, The association carried no insurance outside of 
its own appropriations for that purpose. 

This is the third time that fire has destroyed the prop- 
erty. The first time was in the early seventies, when the 
mills were rebuilt. Again in 1888, when it was owned 


by the Beckleys. In 1892 the property was rebuilt, and 
the latest improved paper making machinery installed. 

The mill had a reputation of making a fine grade of 
white book paper, the whole output being handled by the 
wholesale firm of Dobler & Mudge, this city. 

The mill was in good running condition, and had orders 
on hand for over 175,000 pounds of paper. 

George M. Fultz, the superintendent, said that all the 
books and records were destroyed in the fire, and conse- 
quently it is difficult to give exact figures as to loss on 
stock and material. 

It is rumored that special inducements will be offered 
in order to get the mill located at Hampstead. Hamp- 
stead was the shipping point before the fire, and the 
freight handled from this source alone amounted to nearly 
$8,000 a year, 


THE COAL SITUATION. 


Bituminous Prices Easier at Holyoke—An Improvement at 
Philadelphia—Conditions and Prices in the 
Miami Valley.

There 
appears to be a general falling off in orders, and this is 
likely caused by the desire of people to wait as long as 
possible before replenishing their supplies at the present 
high figures.

Conditions in the Miami Valley. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

Dayton, Ohio, October 20, 1902.—Since it was seen 
that arbitration may settle the differences of the operators 
and the miners the coal situation here, as elsewhere, is 
greatly relieved, but it is doubtful whether large supplies 
will arrive here for many days. The movement on the 
railroad lines will be heavy, and just when this locality 
will find relief is a question. However, most of the mill 
men have contracts with coal dealers which they expect 
to be filled. There is no probability at this time of manu- 
facturers being seriously cripped by the scarcity of coal, 
though domestic consumers were not as fortunate. Al- 
most without exception the manufacturers filled their bins 
during the summer period, and have enough on hand to 
last for another month, if not longer. Some have even a 
better supply. The subject of comment here this week, 
aside from the effort made by the President to terminate 
the strike, pertained to the difference in the price of coal 
in Dayton and Cincinnati, the quotations varying to the 
extent of $2. The highest price in Cincinnati was $4 and 
the maximum in Dayton, as well as the minimum, was 
$6. The local dealers did not recede from their position, 
for the reason, as they claimed, that they could not get 
supplies without outbidding larger dealers. It seems 
probable that steam coal will now come down in price. 
The ruling price has not been much less than that asked 
for the best grades of West Virginia bituminous coal.

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HAROLD HARMSWORTH TALKS. 


He Has Not Bought Any Interest in Pulp or Paper 
Mills—His Opinion as to the Course 
of the Paper Market. 


Harold Harmsworth, of Harmsworth Brothers, Limited, 
London, England, who has been in America for the past 
six weeks, was seen by a representative of THe PAPER 
TRADE JouRNAL at the Holland House, New York, on Fri- 
day of last week. In the course of a long conversation Mr. 
Harmsworth said among other things that he came over 
to this country in order to get some information in regard 
to the paper and pulp industry both here and in Canada. 
The object of his visit had been accomplished, so he said. 

As the buyer of paper for probably the largest consumers 
of papers in the world, namely, the thirty-five publica- 
tions of the company of which his brother is the head, Mr. 
Harold Harmsworth is deeply interested in the paper 
market. It is the future of the industry, however, that 
causes him the most anxiety, as he has noted the tendency 
of all paper quotations to harden within the past few 
years. This gradual stiffening in price is, in Mr. Harms- 
worth’s opinion, likely to continue. Should it do so, as 
he fears it will, it means a reduction in the profits of the 
Harmsworth Company of hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars annually. The prospect of such deficits in the balance 
sheets is really responsible for Mr. Harmsworth’s visit at 
this time. As a result of his tour of the States and Can- 
ada he is inclined to think publishers will be called on 
to pay gradually increasing prices each year for their 
paper. This he admits would not be so bad in itself if 
the English publishers could only recoup the losses sus- 
tained in the prospective general advance of paper. But 
as they cannot do it the price of paper in the future be- 
comes of distressing importance. To get the extra charge 
out of “the dear public’ after the American fashion is ab- 
solutely out of the question in England, so Mr. Harms- 
worth asserts. He says that a publisher cannot very well 
increase the price of a penny paper to 2 cents, the cheap- 
ness of the selling price being one of the prominent rea-

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sons for the big circulations of such dailies. To get it 
out of the advertisers is also out of the question, so Mr. 
Harmsworth believes, as even on the basis of present rates 
the advertisements are not kept in with any ease. To 
raise the rates would, he thinks,-drive,a large volume of 
the advertising patronage from every publication on which 
the move was attempted. To cut down the consumption of 
paper as an offset to an increase in price offers another 
possible relief to the attack on the publisher’s cash box, 
but the resort to such measures would be against the tend- 
ency of the times, and would not be successful. 

While in America Mr. Harmsworth visited the plants 
of the Great Northern Paper Company at Millinockett, 
Me.; the Belgo-Canadian Pulp Company, of Shawinigin 
Falls, Quebec, Canada; that of the Laurentide Pulp Com- 
pany, of Grand Mere, Province of Quebec, Canada, and 
others in Canada. Mr. Harmsworth said that he had not 
purchased for his company any paper or pulp property of 
any kind, either in the States or in Canada. He denied 
having come over to this side with any intention of ac- 
quiring a paper mill. His visit, he said, was to acquire 
information in regard to the industry, especially on the 
question of the supply of spruce wood. Just how long the 
supply of spruce is going to last at the present rate of con- 
sumption Mr. Harmsworth said was the really big problem 
of the whole subject. Any serious shortage of pulp wood, 
he thought, would not be felt for at least ten years. For 
a few years after all the Canadian mills now projected get 
under way he looks for a decline in the price of news pa- 
per. On this point, however, he admits that he may be dis- 
appointed, as the expanding demand for news paper the 
world over is apt to about equal the increased production. 
But whichever turn affairs take, Mr. Harmsworth is at 
present pretty well convinced that the cutting away of the 
available spruce wood of the world and the limited number 
of first class water powers together are gradually going to 
have the effect of making paper dearer. He says that he 
hopes he may be mistaken in his forecast, still the limited 
territory in which spruce is found in conjunction with 
good water powers necessarily increases the value of the 
pulp wood, as each succeeding year adds to the cost of get- 
ting the wood to the mills, the cutting being done at a 
greater distance from the mill each year.

ROCKDALE TISSUE PLANT. 


New Appraisers Appointed, as Those First Named Could 
Not Serve—Suits Started—Who the 
Stockholders Are. 





[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 


Dayton, Ohio, October 21, 1902.—The court ordered a 
change in the appraisers of the Rockdale Tissue and Wax 
Paper Company’s plant, it appearing that Frank Forster 
and Frank C. Trowbridge could not serve. Liburn H. 
Martin, Thos. Bockett and L. P. Hurm were named by the 
court, and as they are familiar with the work it was 
speedily disposed of. F. Gillman has brought suit against 
the company and the receivers, D. B. Bundy, Samuel D. 
Fitton and others, for equitable relief. While the com- 
pany is indebted to him only in the amount of $260.96 on 
a judgment obtained before a justice of the peace, he gives 
a complete list of the stockholders and seeks to collect 
through the double liability clause. There are 274 shares, 
he states in his petition, of the par value of $50 each, or 
$13,500 in all. He states that, as far as he is aware, all 
of the stock has been paid in, as subscribed, but that the 
defendant company is deeply in debt and that its assets 
will not meet its obligations by a large amount. He asks 
the court to name a suitable person to take an account 
of the property and obligations due to and from the com- 
pany, and make a full report thereof to the court, and 
that upon final hearing and for the benefit of all of the 
creditors of the defendant company he may recover from 
each of the stockholders. The following are the names 
of stockholders with the number of shares held by each: 
Rachael Longstreth, 60; Henry Mosier, 40; Lydia Croll, 
20; W. H. Croll, 70; A. D. Barcalow, 20; W. H. John- 
son, C. J. Parrish, Geo.

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NO ADVANCE IN BOARDS. 


Individual Mill Owners Considered Action Useless, as the 
United Box Board and Paper Company Declined 
to Agree to Higher Figures. 


The meeting of board manufacturers, which was ad- 
journed from last week, was held on Tuesday of this week 
at the Murray Hill Hotel. The attendance this time was 
very small, as many of the manufacturers had come to the 
conclusion that any advance in price would not now be 
made since the definite settlement of the coal strike wiped 
out the principal excuse for an increase in the selling price 
of their products. 

The meeting was called to order by George W. Downs, 
who read a letter from President Roberts, of the United 
Box Board and Paper Company. As this gentleman, 
speaking for his company, thought any change in price at 
this time inadvisable, there was no need for further con- 
sideration by the board manufacturers. Unless the com- 
bination would agree to an advance it was considered use- 
less for the individual mill owner to think of doing so 
independently. The meeting was therefore declared ad- 
journed. 

President Roberts’ letter is as follows: 

OcTOBER 20, 1902. 
J. P. Lewis, president, or George W. Downs, chairman, of 
a meeting of box board manufacturers called at the 
Murray Hill Hotel for October 14, 1902, and on that 
day adjourned to October 21, 1902? 

Dear Sitr--The United Box Board and Paper Com- 
pany acknowledges the information received from Mr. 
R. B. McEwan and Mr. A. H. Ivins, who attended your 
meeting on October 14, 1902, in their individual capacities, 
that a resolution was passed at that meeting in effect 
that the manufacturers present would agree to sustain 
any reasonable advance in price which the United Box 
Board and Paper Company might make and sustain. 

We have carefully examined and considered the cir- 
cumstances which have resulted in a considerable increase 
of cost in the manufacture of box board paper during the 
past few months and we fully agree that the box board 
manufacturers are now sustaining a burden which might, 
if permanent, fairly require an advance in the price of 
their product, but the policy of this company has been, 
and will be, to create, if possible, a uniformity of condi- 
tions in respect to its selling price and to afford to its 


customers all of certainty that it can as to the future of 
their business based upon the use of our products. We 
have but recently established a price and: have placed it 
before the entire trade and we do not feel that at this 
early day we should change the policy above referred to 
by increasing our prices to the consumer, nor until we 
are more thoroughly convinced that the conditions re- 
ferred to are permanent in their character. In consider- 
ing the increase of cost of paper stock and bituminous 
coal for the past few munths we are unable to find any 
reason for such advances except the opportunity afforded 
by the difficulties in other branches oi the industry, and 
we cannot believe that such increase in cost will or can 
be permanent. 

We thank you for your courtesy in inviting us to at- 
tend your meeting and we fully appreciate the confidence 
and wisdom manifested by the resolution in effect that 
any prices made by us would be followed by those rep- 
resented thereat, and while in no manner assuming to 
dictate, or even to advise, what the course of others shall 
be we have to announce that this company will not for 
the present change the prices that it has given to the 
trade

Canadian Minister Tarte to Resign. 


Orrawa, Canada, October 20, 1902.—It was decided at 
a meeting of the Cabinet today that the conduct of Joseph 
I. Tarte, Minister of Public Works, in advocating a policy 
of high yprotection to which the Premier and his other col- 
leagues are opposed was wholly unconstitutional, and Mr. 
Tarte’s resignation will be demanded. 


Toronto, Ont., October 20, 1902.—Hon. Mr. Tarte, Do- 
minion Minister of Public Works, has been reiterating 
his statements in regard to the need for a higher tariff to 
protect Canadian industries. During a visit to the cotton 
mills at Magog, Quebec, on October 15, he made a speech 
in which he said that he was aware that he was not 
in accord with some of his colleagues on the tariff, but 
that he intended to speak his mind freely. He was re- 
sponsible to no one but Sir Wilfrid Laurier, and, if the 
Premier disapproved of his attitude, he would step out of 
the cabinet and retire to private life. He advocated giving 
the United States tit for tat on the tariff, and particularly 
urged the need of export duties on lumber and pulp wood.

The Matter Under Consideration by the United Box Board 
and Paper Company—Prospective Move 
Involves $2,000,000. 





It is authoritatively announced that the United Box 
Board and Paper Company, following along the lines of 
the steel combination, has under consideration a scheme 
looking to a conversion of $2,000,000 of its preferred stock 
into-bonds. The proposition will probably be acted on at 
the meeting of the directors to be held in New York on 
October 31. Officials of the company say the plan is a good 
one and will meet with the approval of the stockholders. 
The reason assigned for the proposed move is that it will 
result in providing additional working capital and secure 
an annual saving of $40,000. The combination is said to 
be doing a good business, in which connection current re- 
port has it that the company will declare its first quarterly 
dividend next week. As regards the latter, no confirmation 
can be had from any reliable source. 

In explanation of the cause for the recent selling of the 
United Box Board and Paper stocks it is pointed out that 
the bulk of the relinquishments of stock were by those 
who have had obligations to meet contingent upon the 
completion of the deal. 

The company has an authorized capitalization of $28,- 
967,400, of which $14,946,900 is 7 per cent. preferred and 
$14,018,500 common stock. It was officially stated when 
the consolidation went into effect, July 24, that the earn- 
ings, as established by expert accountants upon the exam- 
ination of the books of the merged companies for the 
three years, showed an annual profit of $1,667,000, or an 
amount equivalent to the 7 per cent. dividend on the pre- 
ferred stock, and nearly 5 per cent. on the common. The 
president of the United Box Board and Paper Company is 
ex-State Comptroller James A. Roberts, while R. F. New- 
comb and Chas. D. Brown are first and second vice presi- 


dents, respectively. 





Cuicaco, October 21, 1902—With reference to the United 
Box Board and Paper Company’s plan for converting the 
preferred stock into bonds, President Emory, of the Amer- 
ican Strawboard Company, today said: “The reports are 
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entirely correct, and, while I am not in a position to speak 
officially, it is my belief that the matter will be acted on 
at the adjourned meeting of the directors, to be held in 
New York on October 31. In my opinion the plan is a 
good one and will be ratified by the stockholders.” Mr. 
Emory also said that he understood that a dividend will 
be declared at the meeting next week. “Earnings certainly 
have warranted the beginning of dividends,” he said, “for 
the box board business is the best I have ever seen it 
since the panic of ’93, both in the matter of gross sales 
and the profit derived therefrom.’ 


An Oswegatchie Power Development. 
[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.] 

Watertown, N. Y., October 16, 1902.—Out of town cap- 
italists are taking options on all the water power on the 
Oswegatchie River not already utilized, evidently for spec- 
ulation. Some time ago J. B. Johnson and Chas. McCarty, 
of Gouverneur, secured an option on what is known as the 
Browne Water Power, about a mile below Wegatchie. 

It is understood they paid $200 on the deal at the time 
and were to pay the remainder on September 23, should 
they decide to purchase the power outright. It is under- 
stood they closed the deal. 

Johnson and McCarty have also taken options on the 
Ward power between Natural Dam and Wegatchie, the 
Church woolen mill, the Bolton grist mill and the Story 
saw mill powers. 


New Soda Ash Plant. 
[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.] 

Detroit, Mich., October 20, 1902.—A deal is on foot to 
start a soda ash plant on the River Rouge just west of the 
city limits, which will employ about 250 men and _ will 
cost about $500,000. Eastern capital is interested in the 
project and experts were sent here some time ago to re- 
port upon the suitability of a site here as compared with 
Syracuse and other salt producing localities. The report 
was in favor of Detroit. A few local capitalists are in- 
terested in the new company, which will be incorporated 
at $1,000,000. The incorporation papers are to be filed this 
week, 

A building site has been practically decided upon, and the 


purchase price has been settled. 
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PAPER MAKING AT FORT FRANCES. 


Ontario Government and American Investors Reach 
Agreement—Lumbering and Paper 
Making Projects. 


Toronto, Ont., October 20, 1902—It now seems cer- 
tain that in a short time Fort Frances, on the Rainy 
River, will become an important lumbering and paper 
making centre. Arrangements have been completed, bar- 
ring a few details, for the development of 8,000 horse 
power at Koochiching Falls, on the Rainy River, of 
which power one-half must be absolutely reserved for 
Canadian industries, while the other half may be utilized 
on the Minnesota side of the river. This was arranged in 
Toronto on October 15, when G. W. Backus, of Minne- 
apolis, representing the United States investors, and Sen- 
ator James McMullen, representing Canadian interests, 
waited on the Ontario Cabinet and concluded negotia- 
tions. The promoters desired to purchase the rights on 
the Canadian side of the river outright, as they have done 
on the American side, but this was refused on the ground 
that the possibilities of future development should be pro- 
tected. It is understood that the rental to be paid the 
Government will be $5,000 per year for a term of years. 

Of the power developed 1,000 horse power will be re- 
tained, to be used by Fort Frances for municipal purposes 
if the municipality so desires, and the remainder will be 
available for manufacturing purposes. The Canadian 
Northern Railway, as crossing the river at Fort Frances 
and as being greatly interested in the development of the 
country, was represented at the conference. The river 
drops 18 feet at Fort Frances and it is possible the old 
locks begun many years ago by the Canadian Govern- 
ment as part of a waterway from Lake Superior to the 
Red River, but never finished, will be utilized in develop- 
ing the power. L.

The matter is now before the United 
States Board of General Appraisers, and a hearing will be 
held on November 7. Then the whole question will be 
opened up, and undoubtedly a mass of interesting evidence 
will be presented. It therefore looks as though we were 
in a fair way to get a decision as to whether Quebec's 
rebate is an export tax, and whether, if it is, it should 
subject pulp from all parts of the Dominion to the retalia- 
tory tax on the part of our Government.

The growing importance of South Africa as a market 
for products of the United States is illustrated by some 
figures pust published by the British South African Ex- 
port Gazette. They show that the importations into Cape 
Colony, Natal, Delagoa Bay and Beira amounted last year 
to more than $150,000,000, or nearly treble the total for a 
decade earlier. They show that the imports of Cape Col- 
ony in 1901 were $104,220,000; those of Natal, $46,500,000; 
Delagoa Bay, $993,374, and Beira, $2,037,088, making a 
total of $153,750,462. This is a marked increase over the 
imports of the preceding year and is two and a half times 
as much as the total for 1892, a decade earlier, the figures 
being for 1892, $61,653,000; 1895, $82,648,000; 1900, $115,- 
336,000, and 1901, as already indicated, $153,750,462. Of 
this total importation into South Africa, $98,916,000 was 
from the United Kingdom, $23,037,000 from British col- 
onies and protectorates, $12,348,000 from the United States, 
and $5,441,000 from Germany. Comparing 1901 with 1900 the 
total increase has been very large, the figures for 1900 
being $115,536,000, against $153,750,462 for 1901. Of this 
increase of $38,000,000, $27,000,000 was in the imports from 
the United Kingdom, $5,465,000 from British possessions 
and protectorates, $1,962,000¢4rom Germany, and $1,601,000 
from the United States, showing that Germany made a 
larger gain in its exports to South Africa during the year 
than did the United States. It would seem as though 
South Africa ought to yield a very fair harvest to the 
American paper maker who tills the field properly. 

The Post Office Department will probably make a profit 
of between $40,000 and $50,000 this year from the sales 
of stamp books. The books have been in use only a com- 
paratively short period and have proved a profitable and 
convenient article of sale. Recently the bureau is furnish- 
ing a much higher grade of paper, and the sales have 
largely increased. Numerous communications have been 
received from business firms, expressing the urgent need 
for a postage stamp of a denomination between 15 and 50 
. A 25 cent stamp is the denomination most often 
suggested. The fact is the people show an appreciation of 
every improvement in postal facilities in a substantial way.

Francis J. BARTLETT. 


Francis J. Bartlett, president of the De Witt Wire Cloth 
Company, manufacturer of Fourdrinier wires, &c., died 
at his home in Beverly, N. J., on Thursday of last week.

Although he was not in the best of 
health for a good many years, it was not until about ten 
days ago that sickness confined him to his bed. Then 
he gradually grew worse until he died. 

Mr. Irish was born in Lewiston fifty-nine years ago. 
When in May, 1861, Company I, New York Volunteers, 
was organized and mustered into the Union Army, young 
Irish, swelled with youthful patriotism, bravery and filled 
with the spirit of adventure that stirred the blood of every 
true Northerner of the time, enlisted, and took part in 
many engagements, notably Winchester and Montevideo.

Paper Mill Engineer Disappears.

When Charles A. Richardson, expert engineer, alighted 
from a Northwestern train at the Wells street depot Sep- 
tember 21 he stepped into an atmosphere of mystery that 
has“enshrouded him ever since. 

Bent upon discovering the cause of his strange disap- 
pearance, two persons arrived in Chicago from a distance 
today. The one an aunt, Miss Mary A. Berry, a woman 
of means, who hopes one day to endow her relative, came 
from the family home, Pelham, N. H. The other, Charles 
D. Fuller, head of a paper syndicate, journeyed from 
Munising, Mich. 

Mr. Fuller is interested because Richardson, at the time 
of his coming to Chicago, was engaged as consulting en- 
gineer on a $700,000 plant under construction in the pine 
woods of Michigan. . 

Richardson came to Chicago primarily to visit W. W. 
Sanders, who was his classmate at the Boston Institute of 
Technology. On his departure from Munising he tele- 
graphed his friend to meet him at 7:30 o'clock. This was 
the hour of the arrival of the train. For some reason or 
other the telegraph company did not deliver the message 
and Sanders did not know for a week that Richardson had 
set out to see him. 

The belief is entertained that Richardson fell into the 
hands of confidence men at the depot, who took him to 
some secluded spot and robbed him. Murder may have 
been necessary in order to cover up the first crime his 
friends surmise. 

Richardson is twenty-five years old, 5 feet 10 inches in 
height. His hair is brown. A peculiar feature about his 
face is his singular eyes. The upper part of the eyes is 
dark brown and the lower several shades lighter. M

Those Who Are Interested—Location of the Mill 
—What the Pians Contemplate. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

APPLETON, Wis., October 20, 1902.—Brief mention was 
made several weeks ago in this correspondence of the 
project of building a very large paper mill on the Amer- 
ican side of the Sault Ste. Marie River at the city of the 
same name, the prime movers in the plan being Milwau- 
kee parties. According to information from Milwaukee 
there is no longer any doubt of the project being carried 
through. Articles incorporating the American Sault Ste 
Marie Paper Company were filed last week at Augusta 
Me. The capital stock is placed at $4,000,000, all of which 
is paid in. The incorporators are J. P. Hummell, Cassius 
M. Paine and John H. Gault, of Milwaukee It is stated 
that the mill, which will make both pulp and paper, will 
be situated on the Chandler & Dunbar water power. 
An option for from 8,000 to 10,000 horse power of water 
power at $10 per horse power annually has been secured, 
with privilege to increase the amount at the same rate at 
any time within four years. Eighteen acres of ground 
have also been secured for buildings and yards. Prelim- 
inary plans for the plant have been made by O’Keefe & 
Orbison, of this city, showing a ground wood, sulphite 
and paper mill, with a capacity of 125 to 150 tons of paper 
per day. The estimated cost of the plant is $1,200,000. It 
is further stated that an option has been secured upon a 
large quantity of spruce stumpage in the neighborhood 
of the “Soo,” and that pulp wood will not cost the com- 
pany more than $3.50 per cord at the mill, as against $7.50 
to $8.50 in general at Wisconsin mills. The company ex- 
pects to be able to make roll print at a cost of not to ex- 
ceed 1% cents per pound Fox RIver.

The Preservation of Italian State Papers—Official Tests 
—Classification of Paper as to Ingredients 
and Solidity.

However, it would be most useful if, instead of studying 
each of these varieties separately, says Dr. Scavia in Ri- 
vista Tecnica, according to a translation in the World’s 
Paper Trade Review, we deal with all the Government 
papers in the bulk and then establish, by a simple, general 
rule, the special qualities, technical requirements and price 
With this object, availing myself of the studies 
and experiments made in other countries, I have made, in 
the following table, a complete classification of the various 
types of paper, according to the raw materials employed in 
manufacture and their solidity, with the hope that this or 
some similar classification will before long be adopted in 
Italy.

Classification of paper according to raw materials: 
Class I.—Pure rag with maximum of 3 per cent. of ash. 
Class I].—Pure rag with maximum of 25 per cent. of 

wood, cellulose or straw, but without mechanical wood 
pulp, and with a maximum of 5 per cent. of ash. 
Class II11—Paper of any kind, but without mechanical 
wood pulp, and with a maximum of 15 per cent. of 
ash. 
Class 1V.—Paper of any kind. 

All paper should be solidly sized, and in the case of 

Class I especially animal size must be prescribed. 


Notre.—The conditions specified must also be observed 
for paper to be both printed and written upon (civil regis- 
ters, &c.). For paper of type 1, 2a, 3b, 5b, 7b, an extra 
strong crushing resistance should be exacted (Table II). 
For papers 2b, 3a, 5b, 7b, a very strong resistance. For 
other types, strong resistance. 

No mention is made in this classification of the method 
of manufacture of the different papers, but this is a point 
to be investigated, so to speak, objectively according to 
quality and not nature. As regards the question whether 
it is possible to make paper by cylinder machines com- 
plying with the chemical and mechanical requirements ob- 
tained in hand made paper, it is stated that in manufactur- 
ing paper by hand with part of the pulp and by machine 
with another (sizing and thickness being the same), one 
can obtain equally good paper from the chemical point 


| of view, but the mechanical properties of hand made pa- 


per are superior. Experience demonstrates that felting of 
the fibres is more uniform and intimate in hand made pa- 
per; in fact the resistance of this paper is equal in all di- 
rections, whereas in machine there is a considerable varia- 
tion in two directions. Moreover, it has been found that 
in machine made paper the rupture strain varies consid- 
erably in different parts, especially in the direction of the 
drum’s rotation, to the extent of 1 kilogram, and elonga- 
tion of the paper under a tensile strain is not uniform, but 
becomes greater a little before rupture. In the hand 
method, drying which takes place slowly in the air im- 
parts greater strength and durability to the fibre of the 
pulp compared with steam drying on cylinders. However, 
this does not mean that, with the improvements made 
in machines, a good quality of paper cannot be obtained 
equal to hand made paper; this can always be done when 
there is no watermark which has an artistic appearance in 
the paper.

At the end of 1809 the Union of Paper Makers of 
France (Moniteur de la Papeterie Frangaise, Vol. xxxiv., 
page 27) considered that it would be well for the Govern- 
ment to admit any system of manufacture in contracts for 
paper supplies. This idea was based upon a sentiment of 
equity, and would have encouraged manufacturers to in- 
troduce all those improvements in their methods required 
by the progress of industry with the ultimate hope that the 
Government would buy the article on its own merits and 
not the system of manufacture. Consequently it would not 
be detrimental cither to Government or the paper industry 
to omit from future contracts the regulation enforcing a 
special method of manufacture (not always easy to verify), 
and have the requisite chemical and mechanical properties 
fixed by the Government laboratory the award of the con- 
tract, and subsequent examination of supplies being left for 
official inspection. 
Paper FOR CADASTRAL Maps. 

At the end of 1888 the president of the higher council of 
the Cadaster assembled at Rome, convinced of the necessity 
of taking measures to assure duration of the drawing, pa- 
per for cadastral maps, appointed a commission to make 
the regulations for supplies of drawing paper, after a scien- 
tific study of the question. The said commission availing 
itself of everything hitherto written on the subject, and the 
dynamometric apparatus in use, made careful researches 
and examined the various types of drawing paper, Italian 
and foreign, attention being specially directed to the value 
of such paper for drawing and water colors, with the fol- 


lowing conclusions : 
' CoNnDITIONS FOR DRAWING PAPER. 
1.—The paper shall be made from flax fibre alone, or a 
mixture of flax and hemp. 
»—The paper shall not contain chlorine nor free acids. It 
must not have an alkaline reaction, but a very slight 


acid reaction with blue litmus paper can be tolerated, 
provided that this is due, not to acids, but to neutral 
salts, which change the color of litmus. 

3.—The kind of size is not absolutely fixed, but good 
quality animal size should predominate. 

4.—Paper treated with an ether or aqueous solution of 
tannic acid must not contain more than traces of 
iron. 

5.—Placed in an atmosphere of sulphide of ammonia the 

6 paper must not be stained. 

6.—In the commercial state (that left at least three days 
in a room with a temperature of 15° to 25° C.) the 
paper must not contain more than 9 per cent. of 
water. 

7-—Quite free from humidity, or dried at 100° C., the pa- 
per, when burned, must not leave a residue of more 
than 2.5 per cent. of mineral substances. 

8—The absolute resistance of the paper tested in the 
commercial state with the Horack and C. apparatus 
must not be less than 0.5 kilog. per square milli- 
metre, both longitudinally and transversally. Elon- 
gation with the same apparatus must not be more than 
6 per cent. The maximum length calculated for a 
vertical band must not be less than 5 kilometres. 


9.—Resistance to tearing must be tested with a suitable 
appliance (illustrated in regulations) employing 
bands of paper in commercial state, 0.10 and 0.04 
metre, matntai under a strain of 5 kilogs. This 
resistance should be, at least, 150 degrees per milli- 
metre of thickness, the bands being cut out length- 
wise and transversally. 


10.—Thickness to be measured of paper in commercial 
state by aid of a compass, twenty pieces of paper be- 
ing superposed and weighted with 2.5 kilogs. per 
square centimetre. The thickness must be 20-100 to 
24-100 of a millimetre. 


11.—The paper must be uniform in appearance, very com- 
pact, without defects, or dark points, holes, tears, 
stains. As regards color, glazing, resistance to fric- 
tion, consistency of sizing, and behavior in the tests 
for drawing paper, the paper must not be inferior to 
the samples given to the manufacturer. 


Thus, for the first time in Italy, important regulations 
were made by Government, calculated to assure good 
quality of paper supplied by private industry and preserva- 
tion of documents. However, these regulations, good as 
they were at that time, are not, at the present day, deserv- 
ing of literal interpretation owing to the improvements 
made in tests for paper and the new dynamometers in- 
vented, improvements in paper machines and the altered 
circumstances of the paper industry, and this fact should 
be considered in contracts made by the Cadastral adminis- 
trations. In the first place it is not thought right to ex- 
clude (as in Article 1) cotton as raw material for drawing 
paper. It is yet a matter of debate whether good chemical 
wood cellulose will not give as durable a paper as rag, and 
this @an only be answered by time. But good cotton is 
quite equal to flax or hemp as regards durability, and if 
mixed in a pulp with these fibres at the rate of less than 10 
per cent. it cannot have any perceptible influence on the 
resistance. However, this does not mean that with a much 
greater percentage of cotton than this a very resisting va- 
riety of paper cannot be manufactured. Examinations of 
pure cotton paper show a resistance of more than 9 kilogs. 
and rupture length of more than 6 kilometres. 

With regard to microscopic investigation, the above 
quoted regulations contain the following: “It is not diffi- 
cult, with the microscope, to detect whether certain intact 
fibres are flax, hemp, cotton, jute, from resinous plants, 
&c., but when these fibres have been mechanically and 
chemically treated in manufacture it is very difficult to tell 
one from the other, especially cotton, hemp and flax. And 
as the tests for tenacity of paper and others are sufficient 
to demonstrate whether there are large proportions of cot- 
ton, the commission, while considering it advisable to pro- 
hibit exclusive use of flax and hemp, is also of opinion that 
the judgment based upon the very unreliable microscopic 
examination should be abandoned, and this opinion is sup- 
ported by the most eminent microscopic botanists.” 

At the present day, on the contrary, other no less emi- 
nent botanists have very different opinions, and _ subse- 
quently to a comparative study of the same fibres before 
and after the various operations in manufatture they main- 
tain that not only can the various fibres be distinguished 
with the microscope, especially cotton from hemp and flax, 
but that, also basing work upon such observations, accord- 
ing to Rostaing and Herzberg, every testing laboratory 
can not only detect the specits of fibre in a paper pulp but 
also estimate to within 5 per cent. the centesimal compo- 
sition. 

The regulations contained in Articles 2, 4, 5, 6, owing to 
modern improvements made in every large paper mill, the 
only kind of establishment which can make drawing paper, 
are thus useless. The maximum percentage of mineral 
substancgs, limited to 2.5 by Article 7, may be increased to

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CONNECTICUT RIVER OPENING. 


Holyoke and Springfield Hearing Disclose a Unanimous 
Sentiment in Favor of the Plan—Some Facts and 
Figures in Support of the Arguments. 





SPRINGFIELD, Mass., October 20, 1902.—The commission 
on the opening to navigation held a hearing at Holyoke on 
Wednesday and here on Thursday 

At the Holyoke session of the commission Congressman 
Lawrence, who was the first speaker, urged the necessity of 
opening the river, saying that nearly $50,000,000 was in- 
vested in the Holyoke section, while 500,000 tons of coal 
alone entered Springfield 

Mayor Chapin also supported the project of opening the 
river, saying that Holyoke made over 100 tons of fine 
writing paper daily, a larger amount than any other city in 
the country. It was not generally known, but, outside of 
the city of Boston, Holyoke had the largest freight ton- 
nage of any city in the State. He then read letters from a 
number of the leading manufacturers—the American Writ- 
ing Paper Company, with its enormous tonnage of 350,000 
tons annually; the Deane Steam Pump Company, 8,000 
tons, $25,000 in freight charges; the Farr Alpaca Com- 
pany, 10,500 tons; the American Thread Company, 12,900 
tons; American Pad and Paper Company, 2,000 tons; Ger- 
mania Mill, 2,000 tons; Chemical Paper Company, 30,000 
to 40,000 tons, and many others 

F. B. Towne, of the National Blank Book Company, 
stated that 400 hands were employed and $300,000 capital 
was invested. With one or two exceptions their competi- 
tors located in New York city had better freight rates than 
they could get. Their freight rate of 20 cents for 100 
pounds was due to the fact that the New Haven Road held 
a monopoly of the traffic to New York city. He quoted the 
fact that a competitor located 120 miles from New York 
city on the Hudson River had a freight rate of only 7 cents 
a hundred. He complained of delays en route occasioning 
serious inconvenience. If a good boat line could be estab- 
lished a better delivery could be secured. C. W. Rider, of 
the American Thread Company, stated that the company 
had $2,500,000 invested, ran 119,000 spindles and used 12, 
000 tons of coal \ large part of the finished product was 
sent to New York and Philadelphia. He estimated that 
between $6,000 and $7,000 would be saved in freights by 
the opening of the river

Company, said that their freight bills for coal amounted 
to between $5,000 and $5,000 annually. Their power house 
and coal sheds were located on the river bank, with the 
expectation of the river being opened at some future day. 

William McCorkindale, of the Parsons Paper Company, 
said the company made 2,500 tons annually of fine writing 
and ledger paper. Their freight tonnage was 12,000 tons, 
6,000 tons being coal. About one-third of their freight 
outward went to New York city. 

E. C. Walker, manager of the Chemical Paper Company, 
said that their tonnage was between 30,000 and 40,000 tons 
annually. Their freight bill was between $50,000 and $70,- 
000. From ten years’ experience as a shipper in Hartford, 
Conn., he was confident that a saving of 20 per cent. an- 
nually would be made if the river was open to navigation 

E. N. White, H. A. Stratton and Charles E. Ball spoke 
briefly in favor of the project. C. A. Crocker called at- 
tention to the fact that the future growth of Holyoke de- 
pended largely on the use of coal, as the permanent water 
power had largely been taken up and little but non-perma- 
nent power was left. It was a handicap to be located so 
far from the coal fields, especially as producing steam from 
coal was increasing in efficiency and economy from year to 
year. It was of vital importance to the city that coal should 
be brought in as low as circumstances would permit. The 
coal used mainly in this vicinity was known as George’s 
Creek, Cumberland, coal, all of which comes over the New 
Haven Road. Mr. Crocker was satisfied that the coal could 
be landed by barge to Hartford, Conn., at the same cost 
as it is now landed at New Haven. It cost 90 cents a ton 
to get the coal from New Haven to Holyoke. It would 
not cost as much to tow the barges from Hartford to Hol- 
yoke 

J. B. Whitmore called attention to the use that might be 
made of the river as a pleasure resort if it were opened. 
Hugh McLean said that a great deal of the furniture lum- 
ber used lately was sent from the South by boat to Fall 
River, New Haven, Boston and other places. The single 
haul that opening the river would afford would allow such 
lumber to be brought to Holyoke at much less cost than the 
lumber by rail from West. Alderman A. M. Potvin made 
a plea for the people of the city and valley, who would 
profit by river opening by means of lower prices for neces- 
saries that would prevail. Judge John Hildreth spoke 
briefly, and the session then adjourned 

At the Springfield hearing a number of speakers pre 
sented arguments in favor of opening the river, while no 


protests against the plan were in evidence.

From results of mechanical tests of good drawing paper, 
it seems clear that the figures given in Article 8 are rather 
great, except those for average elongation, which, being 
fixed at a minimum of 6 per cent., contribute to augment 
elasticity of the paper, and consequently its resistance to 
crushing. A rupture length of more than 4 kilometres and 
stress of more than 14 kilogs. would, it is contended, be 
sufficient. As regards thickness (Article 10), one can 
without any danger take a minimum of 30-100 millimetre, 
measured with the Zeiss pachimeter, or other suitable ap- 


pliance.

British Columbia Lumber Industry. 


L. Edwin Dudley, United States Consul 
at Vancouver, writes as follows under 
date of September 29, 1902: 

The lumber business in this province is 
prosperous just now. A few months ago 
the provincial government placed an ex 
port duty upon all logs sent from this 
province to the United States; this applies 
only to logs cut from Government lands. 
Lands in the hands of private owners; or 
Crown granted lands, are not affected by 
this regulation. Nevertheless, the placing 
of this export duty on logs has increased 
the number of mills here very considerably, 
especially shingle mills. One mill cuts 
1,250,000 shingles daily. These are red 
cedar shingles, and a large portion of the 
output is shipped to the United States 

An agent of one of the lumber mills has 
just stated that he has orders booked that 
will take him eighteen months to fill. There 
is a great lack of men; he says that 5,000 
or 6,000 men could find employment in the 
lumber and shingle mills and in the log- 
ging camps The wages are probably 
lower and the cost of living higher than in 
the adjoining State of Washington; still, 
if men accustomed to lumbering work are 
out of employment there is little doubt 
they can find it here. 

Of course there is a contract labor law 
here, as in the United States, and it will be 
impossible for men to make contracts in 
advance; but I have very little doubt that 


competent lumbermen, able to handle mill , 


machinery or to do good work in the 
woods, can find employment in this vicin 
ity if they come.

PAPER.—Now that the uncertainty in regard to the 
coal strike is over a better feeling pervades the whole 
market. This change in tone of the market is due to the 
fact that orders that were held back because of the threat- 
ened coal famine are now coming in. The jobbing trade 
is the particular branch of the industry that is benefiting 
by the more settled state of affairs. The Book and Writ- 
ing divisions of the jobbing trade are the ones that were 
hurt most by the fear of curtailed power. These lines are 
therefore now fairly active because of the influx of be- 
lated orders. The demand for Manilas has not experi- 
enced the same check as that for the other grades. A 
good business has been done in all grades of wrapping 
paper for a number of weeks back. This demand is now 
increasing, as the great consumptive season is on. The 
market on Manilas is firm, partly because of the strong 
demand and partly because there are no surplus stocks in 
the hands of the dealers. As a result, prices are very 
firm. On the better grades of Manilas there are no 
changes in the quotations. On the cheaper ones, the 
Wood Manilas, there is an advance over the quotations of 
last month of 7% one-eighth of a cent. This is particu- 
larly true of the No. 2 Wood Manilas and Butchers’. News 
paper is scarcer and consequently somewhat higher than 
it has been, although the nominal quotation remains at 
2M%c. This, however, is the asking price of the big manu- 
facturing companies. At second hand the prices are 2%c., 
2¥%c. and 3c. As the mill product is sold ahead, old cus- 
tomers get the preference on any small quantities that 
can be diverted from the regular channels. “We do not 
want new business at any price” is the slogan of the news 
manufacturers at present. Writings share the general 
prosperity. The demand for them is good, with quota- 
tions very firm but unchanged. On Book paper the 
market has stiffened within the past two weeks. Just 
how much it has advanced is hard to say, as the manufac- 
turers have not announced any definite increase, limiting 
themselves, as they have, to a withdrawal of their quota- 
tions. They say, though, that one-quarter of a cent rep- 
resents the minimum advance made on Book papers. As 
all the Book mills have “runs” ahead for about six weeks, 
the manufacturers are no doubt getting substantial ad- 
vances on any business they accept calling for an earlier 
delivery. Boards are in good demand. In this line there 
is talk of the necessity for further advance. We quote:
